MOTOR LORRIES CARRI TROOPS FROM SEAPORT IO CAMP 


Tells Senate Committee that 
British Withdrawals Are All 


Over Now. 


By Associated Press Dispatch. 
Washington, M ard i 29.— The B rit­ 
ish withdrawal before the German ad­ 
vance was made according to prear­ 
ranged plans and is ‘‘all over now," 
M ajor General J. Franklin Bell today 
told the Senate M ilitary Committee. 
He said the allies have known of 
the German preparations for the pres­ 
ent drive since soon after they were 
begun and made active preparations to 
face It. 
General Bell recen tly'return­ 
ed from France. 


With the French Army in Fiance, March 28.— (Asso- 


ciated Press Cable)— The Great German effort appears to 


have exhausted itself. At many places along the front of 


attack the enemy is being driven back and at others the 
French and British are offering firm resistance. 
Infantry fighting has begun to give place to artillery 
battles and within the next few days the guns may sprak 
loudly.

In this respect the British and French have the ad­ 
vantage, inasmuch as the Germans have been unable to 
drag much artillery with them. They are engaged in es­ 
tablishing themselves in the positions won, but have not 
had time to thoroughly organize their defensive. 


PARIS CONFIDENT GERMANS HAVE LOST 
‘ 
Paris, March 2g.— (Associated Press Cable) — The 
great battle is now raging over a front of more than 70 
miles. The extension of the line has increased the number 
of German reserves engaged. Although thus far no decis­ 
ive success has been obtained anywhere, there is increas­ 
ed confidence here. 
The impression in semi-official circles is that the allies 
not only have held off the Germans, but now are no longer 
compelled to accept the course which the battle may take. 
The general feeling is that for Germany the battle is 
virtually lost, that for the allies the battle is about to be­ 
gin. 
The operations thus far are accepted as confirming 
the fact that Paris was not the main objective of the Ger­ 
man offensive, but the plans of the enemy was to break the 
connection between French and British armies, in which 


he has failed. 
His main direct attack was westward toward the sea. 
The Germans seek Amiens because this town is an im­ 
portant railway center of communication with England. 
The loss of A miens would he inconvenient, but not vital.
